Statistics are generally regarded as dry and uninteresting, but to those 
who make a study of them as they relate to matters of vital importance to 
the welfare of the human family they become of absorbing interest. In fact, 
& knowledge and understanding of the statistical position of many matters 
are essential to a true grasp of such matters, and where it is possible to 
present such information to people in the form of charts and graphs they 
tell a story which mere words could never convey. 


Within recent months the Dominion Bureau of Statistics, which, by the}- 


way, is one of the best organized and most efficient departments of the 
Ottawa public service, has issued a large ‘number of bulletins presenting 
the facts ascertained in the decennial census-taking last year, and which are 
worthy of study and consideration by the Canadian people. They indicate 
what progress has been made, where it has been) made, and wherein as a 
people we have slipped a bit backward, or remained stationary. 

Some things stand out as worthy of note. We learn, for example, that 
Canada's population increased by 1,588,837 in the ten year period, 1921-31, 
or slightly over 18 per cent., which is 2 per cent. higher than the United 
States, a very healthy and substantial growth, and that the four Western 
provinces continued proportionately to increase in numbers more rapidly 
than ‘the five Hastern provinces. Not so satisfactory from the standpoint of 
the nation as a whole is the disclosure that whereas the population of our 
cities, towns and villages increased by 1,219,936, or 28 per cent., our rural 
population only increased by 868,901, or slightly over 8 per cent., with the 
result that whereas our rural population in 1921 exceeded the urban by 83,- 
000, the urban now exceeds the rural by over 767,000. 

It is interesting, too, to learn that of Canada’s total population of 10,- 
876,786,, no less than 8,069,258, or 77% per cent., are native born Canadians, 
while a further 1,184,830, or 1144 per cent., were born elsewhere under the 
British flag, leaving less than 11 per cent. of other than British birth. 


Classified by religious denominations, the fact emerges that Roman 
Catholics constitute the largest single denomination with 4,098,546 adherents, 
the United Church coming second with 2,016,897, Anglicans third with 1,- 
635,321, and Presbyterians fourth with 870,482. Not one of the remaining 
27 denominations listed reach 500,000. 

Canada’s population consists of 5,874,541 males and 5,002,245 females, 
and the number of males, predominate in every one of the nine provinces. 
There are, of course, more single than married persons, because of the large 
number of children, but the percentage of single to married is steadily de- 
creasing, single persons constituting only 57.35 per cent. of the population 
in 1931, as compared with 61.67 per cent. in 1901, while married persons in- 
creased from 34.13 per cent. in 1901, to 38.27 per cent. in 1931. The number 
of widowed remained about the same, but the number of divorced rose 
from 661, or .01 per cent. in 1901, to 7,441 or .07 per cent. in 1931. 

When we turn to the bulletin on the literacy of the people, a most en- 
couraging picture is presented. It shows that a steadily increasing percent- 
age of our people five years of age and over can both read and write,.and 
taking Canada as a whole no less than 92.34 per cent. can do so compared 
with 90.00 percent. only ten years ago. That this progress will be con- 
tinued is made evident by the statistics of school attendance which reveals 
the encouraging fact that, whereas the increase in population between the 
ages of 5 and 24 years in the ten year period, 1921-1931, was 19.60 per cent., 
the percentage increase at school was 25.82 per cent. Better than one out 
of every five persons living in Canada is attending school. 

Analysing the economic position so far as agriculture is concerned, it is 
revealed that, were it not for substantial increases in many departments, in 
the three prairie provinces, Canada would have had to report a decided slip. 
ping back during the past ten years. There are, for example, $36,000 fewer 
horses on Canadian farms than in 1921, but this is accounted for by ‘the 
introduction of automobiles and tractors. The number of cows in calf or in 
milk only increased by 281,000, and actually decreased in the Maritime prov- 
Inces; other cattle were fewer in number by 642,000, every province except 
Quebec and British Columbia reporting decreases; sheep increased by 422,- 
000, but again decreases took place in all provinces east of the Ottawa River; 
swine, on the other hand, showed the substantial increase of 1,343,000, only 
Nova Scotia and Ontario reporting small decreases; poultry jumped over 
288,375,000 with all provinces sharing in the gain. 

The number of farms in Canada is greater by 17,574 than ten years ago, 
there being fewer in the east and more in the west. Farms are also becoming 
larger, the average size in 1931 being 224 acres as compared with 198 acres 
in 1921. The acreage in occupied farms increased by 22,680,000 acres, 
while improved land in these occupied farms rose by over 15,000,000 acres. 

On the other hand, the value of farm lands decreased by $984,409,709 
and farm buildings by $41,171,300, all provinces reporting drops in land 
values, and the eastern provinces, except Prince Edward Island, decreases 
in value of buildings, while Saskatchewan, Alberta and British Columbia 
reported increases. 

There was, however, a marked improvement in farm comforts, con- 
veniences and equipment, including automobiles, machinery of various kinds, 
gas and electric light, radios, telephones, water piped into farm homes, 
Improvement in roads, and shortening of distances to market and railway 
towns.

Two post offices have increased 
to eleven in two years around Noti- 
kewin, on the 57th parallel in north- 
ern Alberta. Rev. Harry E. Parker, 
a Winnipeg boy, who left postgrad- 
uate studies at Chicago to go pioneer- 
ing there for the United Church in 
1930, reported signs of growth and of 
need. Sixty-five miles from a railway, 
Notikewin today has two large stores, 
two restaurants, a pool room, a hard- 
ware store, large warehouses, a Ro- 
man Catholic Church and a United 
Church and manse. There was no vil- 
lage when Mr. Parker arrived. if 

In 1930 there were 400 people in 
the district, today 4,000, and the Sky 
Pilot is serving regularly 800 square 
miles, besides making one trip over 
the muskeg in winter to. the Keg and 
Paddle River Prairies. Up there,.says 
the missionary, is the real north 
where millions of. acres await the 
plow. 

Many of the families around Noti- 
kewin have nothing but ground wheat 
and potatoes to eat for months. He 
has found family after family almost 
naked. Their houses are of logs.with 
pole and sod roofs. 

There are Russians, Hungarians, 
Scandinavians, Poles, Americans, 
English, Irish, Scots and Canadians. 
There are the poorest European peas- 
ants and university graduates, all try- 
ing to carve out homes. If they ar- 


rive too late to raise garden. stuff, 


they almost starve before spring. 
Some came in during September by 
covered wagon.

It has long been 
demonstrated and the information 
made public that. farmyard manure 
loses value about at the same rate 
as it loses weight. Still these two 
practices are permitted to cause 
heavy losses amongst particularly the 
class of farmers who can ill afford 
the waste that is incurred. - 

IN advised as thesé practices are 
there is perhaps more excuse for 
them than that of feeding, housing 
and milking cows that give so lit- 
tle as not’ to pay their own way in 
the herd. Testing of cows for pro- 
duction by simple and sure methods 
has been long carried on in this coun- 
try, and thousands of herds have been 
built up to a-profitable rate of pro- 
duction. Owners of hundreds of thou- 
sands of cows and thousands of herds 
have not taken advantage of this 
service, and are each year helping to 
depress the farming industry. Accord- 
ing: to the latest issued report of the 
Federal Minister of Agriculture 
thirty thousand cows. representing 
three thousand three hundred herds, 
were tested, within the past fiscal 
year under the Live Stock Branch 
cow testing policy, which operates in 
all the provinces except British Col- 
‘umbia, Saskatchewan and Ontario. 
That is to say, of the more than 1,- 
800,000 cows, trouble was taken to 
weigh and test the milk of only 30,- 
000 during sufficient of their lactation 
period to indicate the returns they 
were making through the milk-pail, 
Of this number 13,180 cows averaged 
5,810 pounds of milk, containing 
230.77 pounds of butterfat; 2,350 
cows gave 300 pounds of butterfat 
and upwards. Three of the herds aver- 
aged more than 500 pounds of butter- 
fat and 28 averaged 400 per cow. 

The discovery by testing of the ac- 
tual production of cows usually leads 
to several advanced steps in farming 
practice,» The unprofitable producers 
are no longer maintained in the herd, 
and the better cows are given greater 
care. More suitable and heavier yield- 
ing feeds are grown, and improve- 
ment by the use of better sires is at 
once commenced. 

To assist farmers in having their 
herds tested upwards of twenty dairy 
promoters are employed by the Fed- 
eral Department of Agriculture in en- 
couraging and helping in the testing 

‘ and recording of herds within cow 
testing associations of which there 
were 264 operating in the provinces 
6f Alberta, Manitoba, Quebec and the 
three maritime provinces. The Live 
Stock Branch at Ottawa is ready to 
assist and direct dairy farmers in 
utilizing modern methods in deter- 
mining whether or not the cows are 
producing milk in profitable quanti- 
ties.

Senor Rovira is an experienced 
keeper at Benifayo, in Valencia. After 
perfecting his new device and becom- 
ing convinced that the productivity 
of the bees can in some cases be in- 
creased 100 per cent. he has demon- 
strated his apparatus at the museum 
of natural sciences, Madrid, where it 
created a good impression. 

The basic principle of the new hive 
is the simplification of the bee's la- 
bors so that it can dedicate more of 
its energy toward the business of 
making honey. The apparatus is 
known as the “fountain-hive,” for to 
extract honey, all that is necessary is 
to perform a simple operation with a 
device of Rovira’s invention, and then 
open a spout through which the honey 
flows out. 

All of this is accomplished without 
disturbing the bees,-and in this man- 
ner all the complicated. procedure of 
the old style beekeeping is eliminated. 

“Furthermore,” he explained, ‘the 
‘fountain-hive’ enables us to incite the 
bees to more work. In the springtime, 
when there is plenty of nectar in the 
flowers, their capacity for making 
honey is greatly increased. In order 
to utilize this potential capacity all 
one has to do is drain off the honey, 
and they will then begin to produce 
more. 

“And, in view of the fact that the 
honeycomb is practically undisturb- 
ed, the energies which the bee would 
otherwise have to be constantly mak- 
ing to create a new comb are econo- 
mized, and can be devoted to the task 
of producing more honey. Or, in the 
case of the bee raiser who buys manu- 
factured combs, the new process ob- 
viates the necessity for purchasing 
them. 

“Of course, as things are at pres- 
ent, many persons desire to buy their 
honey in the comb, in order to be sure 
of its purity. But when the public 
learns that the product of the ‘foun- 
tain-hive’ is guaranteed to be extract- 
ed without the necessity of having 
to touch the comb at all or of fright- 
ening the bees away by smoke or 
some other method, and instead is ob- 
tained by simply turning a key and 
letting it run out in all its purity, 
without any pollen or other matter, 
they will be reassured of its quality. 

“There are many incidental advan- 
tages of the new invention,” Rovira 
added, “‘one of them beinng that there 
is no necessity for ever infuriating 
the bees. . When, under the present 
system, the beekeeper goes out to rob 
the bees, he is well protected by a net

in the South Atlantic during the war, 

was provided wtien a letter was re- 

ceived recently from the permanent 

secretary of the Admiralty to the 
Cunard Line. 


‘The “Carmania” recently passed 
out of the Cunard service, and is at 
present being broken up at Blyth. 

The letter from the Admiralty, 
which is signed by Sir Oswyn Muriay, 
the permanent secretary, runs: 

“On the océasion of the recent pass- 
ing out of the service, and the subse- 
quent breaking up of ‘the 8.8. Car- 
Mania, I am commissidned by my 
Lords Commissioners of the Admiral- 
ty to convey their appreciation of the 
excellent war service of this vessel, 
and more especially of her gallant ac- 
tion with the ‘Cap Trafalgar.’ 

“It will be recalled that the ‘Car- 
mania’ located the ‘Cap Trafalgar’ 
in thé South Atlantic on the 14th 
September, 1914, and that in the sub- 
sequent action both ships withheld 
their: fire until the range had closed 
at 7,500 yards. 

“In spite of the withering fire the 
ships did not begin to turn away till 
the range had closed to 8,500 yards, 
when the ‘Cap Trafalgar’ had ‘her 
deck steam pipes cut, was ‘ablaze for- 
ward, and was listing to starboard. 

“In the ‘Carmania,’ too, a fierce 
fire had broken out, but she was able 
to hold it in check, and the wind was 
aft, by keeping on the enemy’s port 
quarter, and pressed on the action, 
which resolved itself into a stern 
chase of the faster ‘Cap Trafalgar.’ 

“Although the ‘Cap Trafalgar’ still 
possessed enough speed to get out of 
range, she was already doomed on ac- 
count of the destructive fire poured 
into her during the short range ac- 
tion, and she sank less than two hours 
after the first gun had been fired... 

“That this was not accomplished 
withdut the exercise of a discipline 
and gallantry worthy of the highest 
traditions of the British Navy is suf- 
ficiently indicated by the fact that 
after the action, the ‘Carmania’ was 
found to have been hit by no fewer 
than 79 shells mostly in her upper 
works. 

“In the opinion of My Lords, this, 
the first action, was fought between 
two armed merchant cruisers, reflect- 
ed the highest credit on the ‘Car- 
mania,’ her officers, and crew, and 
they feel that the occasion of the 
breaking up of the ship should not be 
allowed to pass without conveying 
this expression of their appreciation 
of her very gallant action with the 
‘Cap Trafalgar’ and her other war 
services.” 


Thief Trainers Are 
Active In London 


Perfection Of Skill They Have To 
Develop Is Amazing 

Like Fagin, whom Dickens describ- 
ed in “Oliver Twist,” thief-trainers 
still keep their academies for young 
pickpockets in the London slums, 

There is a family of séven children 
in one of the many squalid dwellings, 
all known to be in careful training 
for some department of crime. 

The perfection of skill they are 
required to develop is astonishing. If 
a child is not able to pick his father’s 
pocket of a handkerchief successful- 
ly before he is four years old, he is 
cursed. 

A woman, Hilda Martin, has spent 
thirty years as a social welfare work- 
er and agent for Scotland Yard spy- 
ing out the dens of thieves in the 
city’s slums. She set up a ‘carpenter 
shop to teach the sons of thieves a 
useful occupation. They all’ proved 
highly adroit. 

“They had wonderful hands,” she 
said. “Trained as pickpockets they 
were far too expert to handle any- 
thing clumsily. They made beautiful 
carpenters—while they stuck to it.” 

The Fagins of today, however, con- 
centrate more on car-stealing, smash- 
and-grab raidg and burglary than on 
such small endeavour as pocket-pick- 


ing.

Bread, next to milk, is the most 
satisfactory single article of food that 
is available. It is the most. satisfac- 
tory form in which cereals can be 
used, and wheat is the most common 
grain that is used for bread making. 

Bread is essentially a carbohydrate 
food, although it furnishes a fair pro- 
portion of protein and minerals. 
Wheat flour contains from 8 to 17 per 
cent. protein and from 65 to 75 per 
cent. carbohydrate. White bread con- 
tains about 35 per cent. water, 58 per 
cent. carbohydrate, 9 per cent, pro- 
tein, and one per cent fat. The con- 
tents of whole wheat bread and gra- 
ham bread are very nearly the same, 
but the carbohydrate and. protein of 
white bread’are more digestible than 
the carbohydrate and protein of either 
whole wheat or graham bread, ~ 

Bread thoreticéilly can be combined 
with all other foods and in practice 
usually is so eombined.

During the next two months one of 
the finest crops of turkeys in the long 
and successful history of turkey rais- 
ing in Canada, will find its way to mar- 
ket, A long and favourable growing 
season for the young birds has been 
followed by an abundant grain har- 
vest. As farmers from Prince Ed- 
ward Island on the east to the coastal 
region of British Columbia on the 
west start feeding some of this grain 
to give the birds the proper propor- 
tions of flesh and fat the cool invigor- 
ating climate of the Canadian autumn 
and early winter will give the meat 
that delectable taste and flavour that

Fish Show In Britain

Prize Peta Travel To London In 
_. Thermos Flasks 

How can you tell if a’fish Is really 
well bred? It is nearly as important 
in a fish-as in a dog that its tail is 
of the right length, and that it bears 
it properly. Then there is its shape, 
color, fins and general appearance. 

Such points were all carefully. con- 
sidered by the judges at a great fish 
show held recently by the British 
Aquarists Association. Nearly all of 
300 enthusiastic fish owners brought 
their 2,000 pets to be entered. 

Because the .temperature of the 
water is the real essential to the well- 
being of the majority of the fish, they 
generally .travel in thermos flasks, 
and many were brought over from 
Paris to London in such containers. 

Britain is growing aquarium-mind- 
ed, and the society grows slowly and 
steadily. Small flat owners find that 
fish are by far the most suitable and 
satisfying pets’ for the constricted 
areas, : 

Tropical varieties are the most 
popular.

Britain Has Surplus 


Balance Sheet Shows Improved 

Position For First Half Of Year 

Great Britain's ‘balance ‘sheet posi- 
tion was improved by £14,000,000 dur- 
ing the first half of ‘the present year, 
according to the latest budget figures 
of the Chancellor of the Exchequer. 
Commenting on this a recent issue of 
the London Sunday Despatch says 
that it is now practically certain that 
there will be a balance on the right 
side at the end of the year. 

While revenue for, the six months 
gained £5,000,000, expenditures drop- 
ped £9,000,000 in the same period. 
Mr, Chamberlain’s figures show. For 
the eight months from January to 
August imports of foreign goods were 
reduced by £97,000,000, while exports 
only fell by £26,000,000 leaving £61,- 
000,000 as a favorable balance of 
trade. 

The position has improved so 
markedly, the Dispatch states, that 
the government now proposes to re- 
view the emergency economy cuts 
which it made a year ago, because it 
feels that, in the hurry, one or two 
injustices were done. 

Some of the civil servants and the 
police, who were hit rather drastical- 
ly, will have the blow softened. It 
is practically certain, says the Dis- 
patch, that the police will not be 
called on to suffer the second instal- 
ment of the cut which is likely to be 
postponed indefinitely.

“Electric Eye” Used 
To Clock Speeders 


Photo-Cells Secreted In Roadway 
Ring Mells For Police 

Modern science has added a new 
thrill to motoring, the invention of an 
invisible speed trap, operated by an 
“electric eye” which grimly and effi- 
ciently records the speed of passing 
cars when there isn’t a motorcycle 
cop for miles around. 

The intriguing little gimcrack is al- 
ready operating, secretly, on an un- 
identified stretch of the Boston Post 
Road, leading northeast from New 
York City, and is producing perfect- 
ly: splendid results in the way of 
trapped motorists, according to Onres- 
tes H. Caldwell, president of the New 
York Electrical Society, who revealed 
its existence at a meeting of the Hlec- 
trical Association. 

Two photocells are secreted in the 
roadway. Caldwell explained, and 
when a car passes over those in suc- 
cession, bells ring in a distant police 
booth, indicating the elapsed time be- 
tween points. If this measured inter- 
val is too brief, the policeman on duty 
further along the road orders the car 
to pull over and gives the driver a 
ticket regardless of what speed he 
may be making when actually sight- 
ed. 

At another town on the Connecti- 
cut Post Road great loudspeakers are 
now installed, Through these the local 
traffic officer can issue instructions to 
approaching cars a quarter of a mile 
away,
